Some of this must have been reflected in a 
Gallup poll not long since showing that among 
young people the preference is running two to 
one for the Democratic over the Republican 
Party.

J. Edgar Hoover has told congressional com- 
mittees there are about 54,000 card-carrying 
. Communists in the country, out that approxi- 
mately 500,000 are fellow travelers, or wooly minded sympathizers 
who see in the organization something which appeals to them. — 
Here in Georgia there are, for example, about 100 card-carry- 
ing Communists. There are, perhaps, an additional 500 neurotics 
and fearful persons who “go along” but lack the will to join. The 
number runs about the same for most Southern States. The total 
fluctuates, as many of these are migrants, passing as preachers, 
workers in various crafts, and so on. They come and go.

Their greatest failure was in the Henry Wallace movement 
during the presidential campaign of 1948. .There they fought and 
disputed, spied on one another, libeled one another, as each sought, 
in the typical Communist manner, to break down one another for 
the sake of climbing higher in the party. Wallace himself was left, 
finally, high and dry .on the Communist rocks, wounded and 
scarred for life.

Communists cently come from the presses. It is written by 
six former Communist workers and it is called “The God That 
Failed.” (Harper. $3.50.) 

Among the six is Richard Wright, Southern Negro and novelist. 
The others are Arthur Koestler, Andre Gide, Louis Fisher, Stephen 
Spender and Ignazio Silone. 

Here were widely separated men who came from varying back- 
grounds. Wright, from a Natchez slum, starved and swept streets 
in Chicago, at the time he became a member. 


Koestler was born in Budapest and was. well educated. Silone 
came from a poor farm in the Italian Apennines, where his father 
was a small landowner. Gide was from Paris, sof of well-to-do 
people. Fisher was Philadelphia-born, a school teacher and later 
a foreign correspondent. Spender was British-born; Oxford-ed- 


ucated, and a poet. 

Wh It is these men who relate how they were won to Com- 
Y munism—and why they retreated from the dogmatism of 

Stalinism, and finally quit it. ; 

American intellectuals, police chiefs, editors, writers, civic club 
speakers, legislators, and any person interested in the “why” of 
Communism and the people in it, would do well to read these con- 
fessions—since they are, in reverse—true confessions in somewhat 
the manner of the famous Soviet trial confessions. 


: Wright was sincere and earnest. He was cursed 
Experiences from the party because -he would not destroy 
his mind and become merely one of many, taking decisions from 
the unseen; changing his convictions as the party committee re- 
ceived orders to change it. He left it, feeling sorrow and disgust 
and knowing, too, that he would never again be able to “make so 
total a commitment of faith.” He remains an aggressive left- 
winger. Gide was horrified in Russia to find the workers deprived 
of their rights, duped and prisoners of the bureaucracy. He went 
there eager to embrace it. He was repelled by the hypocricy and 
the falsehood of it. Only the servile survive. There was, he found 
no class distinction—but the poor were still with them. “The work- 
ets,” he wrote, “are cheated, muzzled and bound hand and foot 
so that resistance has become well nigh impossible . . the game 
has been well played by Stalin, and Communists the world over 
applaud him ... but in Russia this has lead to treachery of a new 
sort ... an excellent way to promotion is by becoming an in- 
former ... the result is everyone is suspicious of everyone else 
and the most innocent remarks can bring destruction. .. .” 


Silone is one of the most revealing. He was there 


Revealing when they told him frankly that they were out to 


“ get Trotsky, not because he was not as good a Communist as 


they, but because it was a struggle for power. He tells - how 
Togliatti, present Italian leader, joined him in attempting to re- 
move the fear, the duplicity, the informing, the petty scheming, 
the secret police methods, which are the backbone of the dictator- 
ship of bureaucracy. One wonders about Togliatti now. Once he 
stood before the Communist International and asked to repeat 
the words of Goethe, “Light, more light.” In the end he capitu- 
lated and submitted. 

The Communists remain—and those in the countries outside 
Europe are learning slowly—that there is no liberty of mind or 
body within the confines of Soviet Communism.

Trade Curbs Hamper Europe's Recovery

PROVIDENCE, R. I.—The Americans who are’ running the Marshall Plan resemble a group of men. 
trying to fit together a terribly complicated jigsaw puzzle by moving only the outside pieces. As ERP 
progresses, it becomes increasingly plain to those responsible for its operation that a basic require- 
ment for permanent success is the revival of a competitive economic system in a free market such as 
Western Europe has not known for at least 30 years. Conversely, they believe, the greatest obstacle 


to lasting recovery across the Atlantic is the European taste and talent for protective combinations in 


restraint of trade. 

These flourish in all four of the countries we 
visited. The British call them “reasonable ar- 
rangements,” the Germans know them as “car- 
tels,” the French refer to them as “agreements.”

But the top ones, boys or girls, men or women, are scarce. 

“I've found out one thing,” Jones continued, “if a boy hasn’t 
shown an aptitude for the game, if he isn’t very good at the age 
of 15, he will never be a champion. The odds are he will improve 
little later on. We try to start them around 11. This gives them 
four years to learn something about tennis. 

“You would think with over 400 picked survivors to work with, 
getting the best instruction possible, we’d have more than a few 
topnotchers. But when we lost Kramer and Gonzales to the pro 
ranks, it left us in poor shape to meet the Australian challenge 
‘which we must face this year. And this will be no light challenge. 

“Big Bob Falkenberg is one of our best remaining chantes, as 
Bob showed at Wimbledon last Summer that he could deliver in a 
big tournament under hard pressure. We have one or two fine 
players in San Francisco, but they are young and inexperienced 
in hard tournament play. 

“In spite of various reports you hear, I'd like to say these 
young amateur players are getting nothing in the way of 
financial returns. Most of them are poor. We have a struggle 
to raise enough money to pay their expenses to neighboring 
tournaments. And all they get is expenses.” 

From Perry Jones’ amateur mill, United States tennis has 
drawn Ellsworth Vines, Don Budge, Welby Van Horn, Jack Kramer 
and Pancho Gonzales, to mention only a few. And this doesn't 
include such fine women stars as Alice Marble, Pauline Betz and 
others. The United States must still look to California for its 
tennis and California is being to need help.

The Ink Spots, Perry Como, Dick Haymes, Bing Crosby 
and Freddie Martin are in Atlanta tonight. 
At Peach Blossom Inn a roundup of the biggest voices 


in the music world are spilling nightly out of one larnyx. 

Bill Cooper, beloved pianist in these parts, has the million-dollar 
rer that changes faster than the weather, and much more effec- 
tively. 

A born impersonator with a natural voice 
that is like a shot of adrenalin to a woman’s sys- 
tem, Cooper has been a pianist most of his life, 
but didn’t discover he had a voice until five 
years ago. 

His discovery was about as belated as In- 
grid’s, but Atlantans are glad it finally turned up. 

Cooper’s voice is sweet and clear, and his 
delivery is straight, direct and wonderfully sin- 
cere. At the Inn he beats the ivories at a piano 
bar, literally surrounded by his listeners, who 
sing along with him, shout out requests and 
bravo him with contented sounds peculiar to 
the house—guttural noises reminiscent of a 
trained seal or a frustrated duck. 

Working almost entirely from requests, Cooper 
lets the listeners sound the keynote for the eve- , —_ 
ning. They love his take-offs on the Ink Spots Bill Cooper 
and Perry Como, but better than anything they like his Western 
numbers—a la Cooper himself. 

“That’s because everyone likes Western songs now,” explains 
Cooper, “People have been so confused for so long that they’ve 
gone back to the old things, the down-to-earth,.direct songs with a 
moral at the end.” 

Cooper has long been a favorite in Atlanta. Localites remem- 
ber him as the young ivory-beater addicted to “Moonlight and 
Roses,” who furnished the background music for Margaret Bryan's 
dancing classes. For 10 years he beat out slow rhythms while 
bucket-kneed teen-agers geared the awkward age to waltz tempo 
with all the grace of a Mack truck. 

Having had his fling with high-salaried jobs in New York and 
California, Cooper is ready to settle here. 

“Of course Atlanta is geographically off the music map,” he 
says, “but still a musician’s best chances are in his home town.” 

Incidentally, Cooper passes that statement on as a bit of sound 
advice to young music hopefuls. 

“The best things that have happened to me have happened 
here,” he smiles, ‘‘and I never want to leave the South again.”

Weight Control Tips

I am 
now eating sensibly and losing 
weight, but realize I must have 
Spécial exercises to get back in 
shape.” 

The other new mother was 
delighted on arriving home from 
the hospital to find her weight 
normal, but the new baby made 
her nervous and she turned to 
Overeating, and gained from 
138 to 170 pounds. “I thought 
the intense craving was actual 
hunger, but now know it was 
‘nerves. When the baby was 


exhausted and slept, I was ex- 
hausted ... and ate.” 

Another common complaint 
from new mothers is that they 
build up such an appetite during 
the pregnancy period that they 
can’t seem to curb the appetite 
after the baby is born. 

The first precaution is to con- 
trol the weight gain during 
pregnancy. Doctors are now 
emphatically against an excess 
gain during this time. But let 
me make it abundantly clear 
that a weight control diet for ex- 
pectant mothers is vastly differ- 
ent from an ordinary reducing 
diet. 

Pregnancy is a period of 
growth, and the protective foods 
which furnish the growth ma- 
terial must be increased. These 
are milk, eggs, fruits, vege- 
tables, lean meat and whole 
Krains. Non-essential foods, 
however, including rich des- 
serts, candy, cakes, etc., must 
be decreased—otherwise the to- 
tal calories will be too high and 
an undesirable weight gain the 
result. 

Calories need not be material- 
ly stepped up until the last 
three months of pregnancy, and 
then not more than 20 percent. 
This may seem quite a boost, 
but actually on a diet of 2,200 
ealories (adequate for the ex-

met by the addition of two 
glasses of whole milk and a 
slice of wholegrain bread and 
butter. This explains why the 
expectant mother who has the 
erroneous idea that she must 
“eat for two,” gains far too 
much weight. The extra mate- 
rial needed applies only to pro- 
tein, minerals and vitamins— 
not to assorted sweets and fats. 


After the baby arrives, the 
diet should be built around the 
samé protective foods, for these 
are the foods that give strength. 
The foods that -ontribute the 
best nutrition, are not the fat- 
tening foods. 


Too many mothers try to gain 
strength by overeating instead 
of by getting adequate rest. Ex- 
cess food cannot take the place 
of needed rest. One baby doc- 
tor gives this excellent bit of 
advice to worn-out mothers: 
“Don’t drag wearily through the 
day—plan to rest for 10 minutes 
out of every hour.” During this 
brief respite, practice letting go 
with your mind and_ ~your 
muscles—relax.
